Indeed, in the week ending 
Sept. 2, the second w eek after the 
coal strike w as called off, the roads 
moved about 9,500,000 tons of coal 
T hroughout the strike of shopmen 
the num bers of cars of freight has 
increased at the rate of 15,000 to 
35,000 cars p<|r week.

en d in g A ugust 12, a total of 9!>2,580 
cars were loaded and handled, com­ 
pared w ith 808,269 in 1921. 
In the 
w eek en d in g Sept. 2nd, the freight

THE PM.VESTIOS « H STRIKES 


in England were ask<*d to jo in the miners in thei** strike, Mr, 
Tho mas, the chief o fficer o f the railro ad men'» unio n, stated that 
he co uld no t lead his men in such a mo v ement because he wan 
adv ised that the railro ads co uld o perate with 
fo rces greatly 
reduced and away belo w tho se that the ro ads co ntinued in em­ 
plo y ment. 
The rates in England were no to rio usly high and this 
was largely due to the large pay ro ll o f men who se serv ices were 
no t required. 
Neither American labo r no r the American public 
wo uld be benefitted either by the break-do wn o f transpo rtatio n 
o r go v ernment o wnership, unless o ther transpo rts!io n were fo und 
o r go v ernment management became* much mo re efficient. 


Some go o d citizens o f New Oricana will no t want the Ameri­ 
can Iiegio n to return in fo rce after this co nv entio n. 
Others will. 
There will he but lillte sleep fo r her citizens during this week. 
The v isito rs do n't ex pect any . 


DURING the perio d in which the United Stales has suffered 
serio us inco nv enience, irreparable financial lo ss and, in so me cases 
phy sical suffering, many theo ries, hav ing as their o bject the pre­ 
v entio n o f strikes o r their equitable settlement, hav e been ad­ 
v anced. 
The new senato r fro m Pennsy lv ania, Geo rge Wharto n Pep­ 
per, has go ne o n reco rd with the anno uncement that strikes can­ 
no t be prev ented by law. 
Senato r Pepper, in seeking a means o f 
adjusting disputes between emplo y er and emplo y e issuing in 
strikes, reco mmends a plebiscite to determine whether the men 
o n strike were justified in leav ing their wo rk o r whether, lacking 
such justificatio n, they must return to wo rk. 
This pro po sal do es no t o ffer a satisfacto ry metho d o f dealing 
with such issues. The public do es no t alway s hav e such an under­ 
standing o f the facts underly ing industrial co ntro v ersies as will 
insure an intelligent v o te o n the matter o r matters at issue. 
Dur­ 
ing the co al strike o f 1 91 9 the public was o ppo sed to the miners, 
but in 1 92 2 when the public* had learned mo re abo ut the o peratio n 
o f the co o l industry , the limited number o f day s that men 
e ng a g e d 
in it are permitted to wo rk because the demand is far belo w the 
supply that wo uld 1** pro duced with the men wo rking full time, 
the hazardo us nature o f the wo rk o f the miner, and the attitude, 
o f the o perato rs to the co nsuming public, there was a decided 
shift in sentiment. 
And again, the plebiscite is to o cumberso me, 
fo r the time required to secure an ex pressio n o f the public will 
wo uld serio usly impair its usefulness. 
In stating that strikes canno t 1m* prev ented by law the sen­ 
ato r bases his argument o n the fact that any man o r any men 
may quit wo rk, this being their legal, inalienable right. American 
labo r has this right. 
Hut it is just here that the discussio n o f the 
relatio nship o f labo r to the natio n at large is marked by an o bv io us 
lo o seness o f thinking. 
What is the v alue o f a right that canno t be 
ex ercised? If by ex ercising their right to strike wo rkers in basic 
industries interfere wfth the no rmal o peratio n o f industry upo n 
which the well-being o f the natio n depends are they to be pro ­ 
hibited fro m such interference? 
If they are, wherein lies the 
v alue o f their right to quit wo rk? The o nly ho pe o f a successful 
strike lies in such interference. 
A strike that did no t interfere 
with the o peratio n o f the industry who se wo rkers are o n strike 
wo uld be o f no po ssible adv antage to the strikers. 
This inter­ 
ference with the no rmal o peratio n o f industry co nstitutes the 
pressure, the fo rce, that labo r can ex ert to win the struggle. 
Any discussio n o f the industrial pro blems wrapped up in ¿ he 
strike, that fails to appreciate the fact that the o nly v alue a weap­ 
o n has is the injury it inflicts, fails to sho w ev en a glimmer o f 
intelligent understanding o f industrial ntniggles. 
The public 
has ev ery right to demand that wo rkers who leav e their wo rk 
o bey the laws o f the land and to demand the pro secutio n o f any 
who do wilful damage to pro perty o r attack o ther perso ns who 
hav e the same right to wo rk that they hav e to quit wo rk. 
But to 
say that strikers must no t, by striking, indirectly interfere with 
the o peratio n o f industry is tantamo unt to stating that the wo rker 
has no t the right to quit wo rk, fo r by leav ing ins wo rk he inev it­ 
ably interferes with industrial o peratio ns. 
'there is ro o m fo r so me clear thinking o n this subject. 
The 
striker himself is no t freed fro m the suffering that ensues when 
industry is paraly zed. 
This must ho t be o v erlo o ked. 
Ano ther 
fallacy that deserv es serio us tho ught is the o ne already stated 
abo v e to the effect that a man has a right to quit wo rk but has no t 
a right to bring abo ut the co nditio ns that result fro m his (put­ 
ting wo rk. 
These results are inev itable and therefo re can o nly 
be av o ided by his remaining at wo rk which means that his right 
to quit wo rk is denied. 
A right which when ex ercised results in 
what, despite the legality o l that right, has been adjudged a 
wro ng ceases to hav e any v alue, fo r the man is liable fo r tin* wro ng 
that results fro m the ex ercise o f his right. 
Such an attitude to n 
serio us pro blem is to o shallo w to deserv e the co nsideratio n o f in­ 
telligent minds. 
Akin to this attitude is the po sitio n assumed by tho se who 
talk glibly o f their belief in co llectiv e bargaining and in th e ‘same 
breath affirm their belief in indiv idual co ntracts. 
Lo o se thinking 
is respo nsible fo r such glaring inco nsistencies. 
The public needs 
to study the relatio n o f the terms that are so lo o sely used. 
The strike must be o utlawed, but it will pass inlo o bliv io n 
o nly when men think co nsistently and ho nestly o n industrial pro b­ 
lems and co ncede that labo r sho uld no t be disarmed so lo ng as 
capital carries weapo ns. There is no need to r preparedness when 
an o ppo nent has thro wn away his weapo ns. 
When capital beats 
its swo rds into plo wshares fo r serv ice, the spears o f labo r will be 
beaten into pruning-ho o ks fo r better pro ductio n, and they will no 
lo nger be array ed against each o ther but wo rking to gether fo r 
the co mmo n go o d, capital will no t lo ck-o ut labo r and labo r wil 
strike no mo re.

Critics o f this legislatio n, who ex press o ppo sitio n to the go v 
ernm ent’s granting to the ro ads an inco me sufficient to sustain 
o peratio n by the fix ing o i rates fo r this purpo se, are required 
sho w ho w transpo rtatio n wo uld hav e been ix rssible in any efficient 
sense witho ut such legislatio n. There were two alternativ es o ther 
than this remedial legislatio n, o ne o f these was go v ernment o wn­ 
ership, and the o ther the break-do wn o f the natio n’s transpo rta­ 
tio n sy stem. 
Go v ernment o wnership wo uld no t guarantee high 
wages to wo rkersnm less Uncle Sam became mo re liberal than lie 
has been in pay ing go v ernment emplo y es, and the public wo uld no t 
hav e better transpo rtatio n unless go v ernment management sho wed 
a change, fo r go v ernment departments hav e no t been no ted fo r 
their efficiency . 
The United States faced the same pro blems as England.

ter the war a depressio n set in that hindered the railro ads fro m 
building up their business. 
Wages were high and passenger and 
freight mo v ements reduced.

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THC PREVENTION OI STRI KES 


During the period in which the United Stales has suffered 
serious inconvenience, irreparable financial loss and, in some eases 
physical suffering, many theories, having as their object the pre- 
volition of strikes or their equitable settlement, have been ad­ 
vanced. 
The new senator from Pennsylvania, George Wharton Pep­ 
per, has gone on record with the announcement that strikes can­ 
not be prevented by law. Senator Pepper, in seeking a means of 
adjusting disputes between employer and employe issuing in 
strikes, recommends a plebiscite to determine whether the men 
on strike were justified in leaving their work or whether, lacking 
such justification, they must return to work. 
This proposal does not offer a satisfactory method of dealing 
with such issues. The public does not always have such an under­ 
standing of the facts underlying industrial controversies as will 
insure an intelligent vote on the matter or matters at issue. Dur­ 
ing the coal strike of 1919 the public was opposed to the miners, 
but in 1922 when the public had learned more about the operation 
of the coal industry, the limited number of days thai men engaged 
in it are permitted to work because the demand is far below the 
supply that would be produced with the men working full time, 
the hazardous nature of the work of the miner, and the attitude 
of the operators to the consuming public, there was a decided 
shift in sentiment. And again, the plebiscite is too cumbersome, 
for the time required to secure an expression of the public will 
would seriously impair its usefulness. 
In stating that strikes cannot be prevented by law the sen­ 
ator bases his argument on the fact that any man or any men 
may quit work, this being their legal, inalienable right. American 
labor has this right. But it is just here that the discussion of the 
relationship of labor to the nation at large is marked by an obvious 
looseness of thinking. What is the value of a right that cannot be 
exercised? If by exercising their right to strike workers in basic 
industries interfere with the normal operation of industry upon 
which the well-being of the nation depends are they to be pro­ 
hibited from such interference? 
If they are, wherein lies the 
value of their right to quit work? The only hope of a successful 
strike lies in such interference. 
A strike that did not interfere 
with the operation of the industry whose workers are on strike 
would be of no possible advantage to the strikers. 
This inter­ 
ference with the normal operation of industry constitutes the 
pressure, the force, that; labor can exert to win the struggle. 
Any discussion of the industrial problems wrapped up in the 
strike, that fails to appreciate the fact that the only value a weap­ 
on has is the injury it inflicts, fails to show even a glimmer of 
intelligent understanding of industrial (struggles. 
The public 
has every right to demand that workers who leave their work j 
obey the laws of the land and to demand the prosecution of tiny 
who do wilful damage to property or attack other persons who 
have the same right to work that they have to quit work. But to 
say that strikers must not, by striking, indirectly interfere with 
the operation of industry is tantamount to stating that the worker 
has not the right to quit work, for by leaving his work he inevit­ 
ably interferes with industrial operations. 
There is room for some clear thinking on this subject. 
The 
striker himself is not freed from the suffering that ensues when 
industry is paralyzed. 
This must hot be overlooked. 
Another 
fallacy that deserves serious thought is the one already stated 
above to the effect that a man has a right to quit work but bas not 
a right to bring about the conditions that result from his (put­ 
ting work. 
These results are inevitable and therefore can only 
be avoided by his remaining at work which means that his right 
to quit work is denied. 
A right which when exercised results iii 
what, despite the legality of that right, has been adjudged a 
wrong ceases to have any value, for the man is liable for the wrong 
that results from the exercise of his right. Such an attitude to a 
serious problem is too shallow to deserve the consideration of in­ 
telligent minds. 
Akin to this attitude is the position assumed by those who 
talk glibly of their belief iii collective bargaining and in the same 
breath affirm their belief in individual contracts. Loose thinking 
is responsible for such glaring inconsistencies. 
The public needs 
to study the relation of the terms that are so loosely used. 
The strike must be outlawed, but it will pass into oblivion 
only when men think consistently and honestly on industrial prob­ 
lems and concede that labor should not be disarmed so long as 
capital carries weapons. There is no need for preparedness when 
an opponent has thrown away his weapons. 
When capital beats 
its swords into plowshares for service, the spears of labor will be 
beaten into pruning-hooks for better production, and they will no 
longer be arrayed against each other but working together for 
the common good, capital will not lock-out labor and labor will 
strike no more. 


J in England were aak£d to join the miners in their strike, Mr. 
I Thomas, the chief officer of the railroad men’s union, stated that 
I he could not lead his men in such a movement because he was 
advised that the railroads could operate with forces greatly 
reduced and away below those thai the roads continued in em­ 
ployment. 
The rates in England were notoriously high and this 
was largely due to the large payroll of men whose services were 
not required. 
Neither American labor nor the American public 
would be benefitted either by the break-down of -transportation 
or government ownership, unless other transportation were found 
or government management became much more efficient.

T hose who defend recent railroad legislation do not affirm 
that there are no possible improvements that might be written 
into it. Their defense is based on the provisions of the measures 
that secure to America such transportation as the country needs 
if its industries are to function and its produce is to be moved. 
Critics of this legislation, who express opposition to the gov­ 
ernment’s granting to the roads an income sufficient to sustain 
operation by the fixing of rates for this purpose, are required lo 
show how transportation would have been possible in any efficient 
sense without such legislation. There were two alternatives other 
than this remedial legislation, one of these was government own­ 
ership, and the other the break-down of the nation’s transporta­ 
tion system. 
Government ownership would not guarantee high 
wages to workertmnless Uncle Sam became more liberal than he 
has been in paying government employes, and the public would not 
have better transportation unless government management showed 
a change, for government departments have not been noted for 
their efficiency. 
The United States faced the same problems as England. Af­ 
ter the war a depression set in that hindered the railroads from 
building up their business. Wages were high and passenger and 
freight movements reduced. In 1921, when the railroad workers
